To the Inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the 
County of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Loudon on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March, next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary ‘Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make ap- 
propriations of the same. 

3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2600 for Old Age Assistance. 

4. To see if the town will vote to allow 2% discount on 
all property taxes paid within thirty days after presenta- 
tion of tax bill. 

5. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 

6. To see if the town will vote to accept State Aid 

Construction to build the road from Route 106 at the 
property formerly owned by J. Swett Hill to the Canterbury 
line, the town share to be $6,000.00, the state share to be 
$18,000.00. 
7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to bond the town for $6,000.00, in serial notes maturing 
$1,000.00 each year, to build the road from Route 106 at 
the property formerly owned by J. Swett Hill to the Can- 
terbury line. 

8. To see if the town will vote to rescind the action 
taken at the March 1946 meeting to purchase a used tractor 
and plow at a cost of $3,000.00. 
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9. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to purchase equipment for snow removal and road grading. 

10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to bond the town for such a sum as may be necessary 
to purchase equipment, to be repaid by serial notes matur- 
ing $1,000.00 each year. 

11. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00 for control of White Pine Blister Rust 
_ disease. 

12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,374.81 to complete the town shed; the amount 
of $874.81 to cover overexpenditure of 1946 plus $500.00 
for completion of the work. 

13. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not exceeding one one-hundredth of one per cent 
(1/100 of 1%) of the assessed valuation based on the as- 
sessment of 1946 for the purpose of publicizing and promot- 
ing the natural advantages and resources of the town, 
together with other towns in Merrimack Valley Region 
Association, the sum of $78.61. 

14. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

OUR COVER 


Our cover exemplifies the “Farm Issue” theme of our 
Loudon Town Report. Where else in our state or country, 
could the camera eye register a more beautiful or fertile 
picture of farm lands and homes? In this day of strife, 
uncertainty and fear this stretch of peaceful country road— 
bordered by its fields and woods, its country church and 
farm homes—is the kind of stuff from which a new and 
better world must be built. 


In another part of our report we have reproduced pic- 
tures of some of our farm homes and enterprises as well as 
two of the residential properties in our town. We urge 
you to study and analyze the written material and valua- 
tion figures given in connection with these pictures. 


The burden of taxation in Loudon rests on our farms 
and farm property. It is the duty of your selectmen and 
of you taxpayers to make the ownership of this property 
profitable. By so doing we will increase valuation, lower 
taxes, and improve the prosperity of our community. 


Our idle land, suitable for cultivation, must be improved 
and put to profitable use. Our empty barns and hen 
houses must be restocked. Your selectmen will be glad 
to keep on file all such farms and farm lands which are 
either for sale or rent. By so doing we will be able to 
give this information to any interested person to the mutual 
benefit of all concerned. 


REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Loudon: 

There is much we would like to discuss with you in the 
report for 1946. We will deal with facts and figures for 
the year that is just past; and, with your help, we will try 
to plan for the future. The past is done, in the future lies 
the success or failure of our little town. 


Current Maintenance Expense 


On Town Meeting Day your budget called for an ex- 
penditure of $35,495.73. The following is a summary of 
actual expenditures:

Property Valuation 


In the 1945 ‘Town Report your selectmen suggested that 
all real estate valuations be raised 10%. At that time our 
valuation was $557,663.00. After the job was done it was 
$625,673.00 for 1946, an increase of about 12%. 

Our real estate had quite recently been revalued by a 
representative of the State Tax Commission. Because of 
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this it was our mistaken belief that all properties were 
in proper equalization. We found that in a few short 
years improvements, or lack of them, can change values 
greatly. Therefore, we handled each piece of property 
separately; and, comparing it to something of like value, 
tried to treat every taxpayer fairly. 

We have been criticized by persons in authority for our 
recommendations in the 1945 Report. We humbly submit 
that they, as well as ourselves, were not in possession of 
all the facts. Any error in our suggested property valua- 
tion increase we tried to correct as the true situation de- 
veloped. 

Schools 


The greatest single increase in appropriations for 1947 
is in the money necessary to operate our schools. In 1946 
we raised $13,553.93, this year we must have $19,752.00, 
an increase of $6,198.07. This increase alone will raise 
our tax rate about 90 cents per $100 of valuation. 

Dr. Edgar Fuller, Commissioner of Education for New 
Hampshire has a “Proposed Program of State Financial 
Aid for Public Education in New Hampshire” which, if 
adopted by the State Legislature, would give our town 
$11,743.00 of state funds instead of the $4,974.70 now re- 
ceived. This added money would cancel the increase in 
appropriations and save many dollars in local taxes. How- 
ever, everything we receive in this world is paid for in 
one way or another. ‘The State would probably find it 
necessary to raise these additional funds by a sales tax, 
an earned income tax, or some like means. 

Your selectmen have, in the interest of lower taxes, been 
severe critics of school expenses in the past. We hope the 
present School Board members understand that we were 
sincere, although mistaken in some of our actions. During 
the past year we have met with the Board several times with 
the result that a better understanding and smoother work- 
ing agreement has been reached. 

Much study has been given to the cost, location, and 
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operation of a central school for Loudon. ‘The School 
Board will present the facts to you voters in their report and 
at their meeting. ‘The money involved staggers the imag- 
ination, but something must be done if our children are | 
to receive their proper chance in life. Your selectmen 
recognize the need for such a program. ‘Their only sug- 
gestion is that the facts must be carefully weighed before 
action is taken — that we remember the old axiom “haste 
makes waste.” 
Highways and Bridges 

Schools and roads cost money. We need them the most, 
and grumble the loudest about their management. We 
have asked for a substantial increase in the money allocated 
to our roads. Good all year roads make farming more 
profitable, and prosperous farms can better afford the cost 
of taxes. ‘Therefore, we believe the increase from $7,750 
in 1946 to $10,250 in 1947, while it will raise the tax rate 
about 35 cents per $100 of valuation, is good business for 
the town and its people. 

In the 1946 ‘Town Meeting the sum of $800 was appro- 
priated for the construction of a town shed. At that time 
we said that this amount was only a beginning. In order 
to use the building at all this winter we were forced to 
spend $1,674.81. ‘This year you will be asked to raise 
$874.81 (the 1946 over-expenditure) plus $500 to complete 
the job. When you voters raised the original $800, you 
instructed us to build proper housing for our town equip- 
ment. We did the job as well and as cheaply as scarcity 
and high costs of labor and materials would allow. We 
have been criticised because we finished the job in one 
year. Our only answer is that a job half done is not done 
at all. 

“The Old Order Changeth ” 

Within a few years you will have a new Board of Select- 
men. This is as it should be. If the same men remain 
too long in office, they slip into the fixed routine of their 
own plans and purposes — possibly place too much value

on their own importance to the voters whom they repre- 
sent. New men bring new ideas and ideals, new courage 
and enthusiasm to the job. It will soon be your duty to 
choose these men. 

The “three boys” you voted into office so long ago have 
tried to give of their best to the town. They have made 
mistakes, and you have not hesitated to take them to task 
for it; but we hope you will remember the good rather 
than the bad, the successes rather than the failures. 

With the tragic death of Robert Perkins in 1945 the 
first of us left your employ. Nathan Smith, appointed to 
fill his term, carried on the work. Ben. Smith will not be 
a candidate for reelection this year and Leonard Hill’s 
term expires in 1948. In this way we say “good-bye,” and 
wish all success to those who follow as “Selectmen of Lou- 
don.” 


We Look Into the Future 


Throughout this written report we have talked of higher 
taxes, and higher taxes are bad for our town or any town. 
Right now they seem inevitable; but we are not alone, 
every other community is faced with higher cost of roads, 
of education, of its general maintenance. Our error will 
be to accept them without searching for a solution. 

First, let us wring every drop of benefit from the money 
spent. If our roads must cost more, let us make them good 
roads, both summer and winter. If our school costs go 
higher, we must provide our children with a modern, 
efficient school plant. 

Second, let us endeavor to improve and enlarge our tax 
base, the valuation of our town. Good roads and schools 
will attract others to our town. Our idle land must be put 
to work, our barns and hen houses must be kept stocked 
to the limit of capacity. Some new industry might, to 
mutual advantage, locate in Loudon. Let us all be boosters 
of the community in which we live. Then when these 
difficult days are past, we can all look back on a victory won.

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UR farm real estate valuation in 1946 was $419,753. This is 67% 

of our total valuation of $625,673. Because agriculture is the only 

real industry of our town, and because it is the tax base for the major 
part of our income, we have entitled the 1946 report our “Farm Issue.” 

We are well located on two main roads of travel to market, and these 
markets are not too far distant from our farms. Our farm land is most 
productive and has been maintained at a high state of cultivation by our 
progressive farmers. They have developed a modern and well-planned 
poultry industry: a dairy business founded on good type animals, well raised 
and properly fed and housed: and, as a profitable farm side line, the wood, 
lumber and maple products have been marketed at a profit. 

It is our desire that this agriculture of ours continue to grow and de- 
velop, that Loudon remain one of the best farming communities in New 
Hampshire. We believe that the farm operators will do their part, if they 
have the cooperation of the town and state officials in maintaining a fair 
and reasonable tax on real estate values. This type of tax income source 
has too long presented an easy tangible means of revenue. It has been 
exploited to the point of unprofitable ownership in some instances. Ways 
and means must be provided to lighten the load and encourage the use of 
our land and buildings to the fullest potential of production.

N 1936 our dairymen owned 643 cows and neat stock valued at $25,215, 

in 1946 they had increased their herds to 690 animals taxed for $75,565. 
Loudon is one of the three largest dairy towns in Merrimack County and 

its dairymen and their herds are known and respected throughout the state. 
Because the value of the dairy animals on our farms is greater than 
that of any other tax group, they deserve every consideration from the 
selectmen and the other townspeople. They do their part in paying the 


cost of government. It is our duty to protect them from any discrimination 
in valuation.

HE laying birds on our farms were valued at $30,963 in 1946. This 

| is not the complete picture of our poultry operation. Fifty dollars of 

tax exemption is allowed each family, and the broilers, roasters and 

growing pullets are not taxed. Loudon’s poultry population has increased 
from 8,373 fowls in 1936 to 25,900 in 1946. 

This is only part of the growth picture. The type of bird has been 
improved to a marked degree; and our poultry plants have been enlarged, 
improved and modernized on a par with any section of our state. All this 
has been accomplished in the past. The future gives us the challenge to 
continue the work, to so conduct our poultry operations that Loudon will 
manintain its high place in the industry. 





UR town is rich in forest lands, and their products in the form of 
wood and lumber have furnished our people with a steady and reliable 
income through the years. 

It should be the policy of all selectmen not to tax this growing wood 
and lumber to the point where it will no longer be economical to own. 
In Loudon we have always considered this type of property, owned by our 
residents, to be part of their farm operation and have valued it as such. It 
is always easy to overvalue growing lumber owned by non-resident in- 
terests, but we have tried to keep valuations low enough to allow it to be 
marketed in a normal manner, not cut too soon to avoid heavy taxation. 





UR maple syrup industry has always done its part to supply the market 

with high quality maple products. One of the pleasant memories of 

our childhood is the season when the sap was running in the maples 
and we helped to gather and boil, perhaps made some “leather aprons” or 
cooked eggs in the steaming evaporator. These happy memories of our 
youth have been carried into one of the profitable farm operations of our 
adult lives. 





CONSIDERABLE number of our people own homes in Loudon and 
work in some of the nearby cities. These folks are welcome members 
of our community. Their homes are valued at $205,920, and theirs is 

a real contribution to our tax load. 

It is our earnest desire to give the kind of schools, roads and tax rate 
that will make them glad to live in our town, that will encourage others to 
buy or build, to become our neighbors.

2. ‘To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 

3. ‘To choose a Member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years.

5. ‘To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any 
other officers or agent of the district.

10. To see if the district will hear the report of the 
School Board on plans for the consolidation of schools. 

11. To see if the district will vote to consolidate the 
elementary schools of the district into a central school build- 


ing. 
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12. To see if the district will vote to appoint a com- 
mittee consisting of the School Board and three other 
members to act as a Planning and Building Committee 
for the selection of site, construction and equipping of a 
new Central School. 


13. ‘To see if the district will authorize the School Board 
to accept any funds from the Federal Works Agency and 
to make the necessary contracts for the preparation of plans 
and specifications for a New Central School in accordance 
with Title V of War Mobilization and Reconversion Act 
of 1944. 


14. To see what sum of money the district will vote to 
raise and appropriate by notes of bonds for the purchase 
of site, construction and equipping of a New Central School. 


15. To see if the district will vote to authorize the 
School Board to issue notes of bonds, upon the credit of 
the district in accordance with Municipal Bond act New 
Hampshire revised laws Chapter 72 and any special legis- 
lation which may legally permit the district to exceed its 
present limit of bonded indebtedness.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The year 1946 saw this department responding to thirty-four calls. 
The largest number of calls coming in under the heading ‘other 
than fire.” These calls ranged from hunting boys in the woods to 
trees falling across electric power lines. We responded to only six 
calls for brush fires — none serious. There were three building fires, 
eleven chimneys, one automobile and one express tractor-trailer, 

After considerable delay and several trips to Boston the piece of 
apparatus voted to purchase at the last Town Meeting, was officially 
put into service June 6th. From that date on the insurance rate, 
for the village area, was reduced by the Fire Underwriters 16 2/3%. 
This pumper is capable of pumping more than 500 gallons of water 
per minute, carries 1000 feet of 214 inch hose, 400 feet of 114 inch 
hose, 150 feet of 34 inch booster hose, 150 gallons of water together 
with the various suction lines, playlines, nozzles, extinguishers, fog 
nozzles, ladders and so forth. 


Prior to this delivery we finally received clearance papers on the 
material ordered from the O. C. D. This made it possible to load 
the new pumper immediately with its full complement of hose, ladders, 
and so on. 


After a great deal of perseverance, unselfish volunteer labor, un- 
limited support, financial and otherwise, from the Ladies’ Auxiliary, 
we can report that the enlarged fire station is usable and nearly com- 
plete. It is now thirty-two feet wide by thirty-six feet long with 
available space upstairs for a hall approximately eighteen by thirty- 
six feet. This, it is hoped, will be finished off in the near future. 


The Ladies Auxiliary has, as usual, been very active both in a 
social and practical manner. Their appearance at all fires, of any 
duration, with coffee and something to eat is greatly appreciated. 
Their complete backing at all times is one of the big factors in making 
this department the widely recognized efficient instrument of public 
service that it is. 


Two new numbers have been placed on the alarm call list. 121 rung 
at 7:30 A. M. will signify “no school” for that day. 321 is Emergency 
or “report to the station.” These will be on new cards now being 
printed which will be distributed as soon as possible, Also wish to 
call attention to the new fire department telephone number. It is 
listed on the cards and will be in the new spring directories. This 
will change simultaneously with the directory and become Canter- 
bury 821. 


May we suggest that everyone take a few moments, whenever pos- 
sible, and check where a waterhole might be made in their vicinity? 
A few dollars together with a little time might easily prove to be 
the means of saving an untold amount of property. It is a worth- 
while project and should not be overlooked especially now with 
buildings about impossible to build or replace. 

Two things that we need and hope for in the future are protective 
clothing for the men and radio equipment for the apparatus.
